VISAL, OF THE GOVERN. 
MENT SOHEME OF EDUCA- 
TION. — y : 
The following is the substance of the 
information obtained this morning from 
the Government Inspector of Schools, 
relative to the pro; Is now made to 
modify the scheme of the new Central 
‘fichool, and otherwise, to reviee the 
entire educational policy of the Govern- 
ment, Wesball takean early opportunity 
of desling editorially with the whole 
subject in its new fort :—~ 
The estimated cost of tha New Central 
School is. $90,000, and the estimate for 
the adjolaing * mastarh’-quarters “$40,000, 
together $180,000. From this may be 
ded acted $60,000 to be got for the present 
building, leaving $70,000 to pay. in viow 
of the fact that-a considerable sum has 
already been spent on the ground, the cost 
is simply enormous, The statement that 
_, the plaus of the New Central School were 
" Isid-befors-the Ex-cutive- Connoll-by-Mie 
Price on Monday is incorrect ; they were 
Inid before the Governor and the Colonial 
Secretary by Mr Price; the mistake may 
havo atisen irom the fact that this was done 
aftor s motting of the Executive Council 
held that day. . In conversation which 
arose the question was mooted whether the 
time. had not arrived whon the Central 
School should be given. further dovelop- 
ment, [t was thon. suggested by Hia Ex. 
cellency the Governor’ that the Aoting 
Colonial Secretary (Dr Stewart), tho At- 
torney General, the Surveyor-General, and 
Dr Ritel should be appointed to consider 
the question. Dr Stewart then suggested 
that the Committee also consider the ang. 
gestlone made by Dr Eitel in his report as 
to the revision of the whole cducational 
syitem of the Colony. He did not think, 
under the circumstances in which thoy 
wera now placed, ‘with this enormons cout 
before them of the New School, and the 
fact thet there ia nota complete system of 
education for all classea of the communily 
in thie Colony at the ent time, it 
would be unwise to ask the Commis. 
sion to take up tho suggestion which 
Dr Eitel threw ont ia his report for rocon- 
sidering the whole educational policy of the 
Government and placing it on a compro- 
hensive and permanent footing, Dr Stew- 
art also nai that ff these five schools, 
were built, the Central School might then 
diapenao with its present preparatory 
classes, Those would then be spread over 
these five elementary now schools, but Dr. 
Kite!’s original suggeation that thoae achoola 
should be built in native style and super- 
intonded by native masters should, he 
thought, be amended by providing for these 
sohoola being placod under Eng!lsh masters. 
Thin does not agreo with Dr. Eitel’a idea, 
because he argues that these elementary 
schools would be made upof the vary poor- 
eat classes and should be conducted there- 
fore in the cheapest possible style, aud that 
instead of Placing those five elementary 
achools under English masters, paid. at 
comparatively high rates, he (Dr. Bitel) 
would propose to attach to the Central 
Behool a Training School for natives who 
might come to be masters of theso native 
schzols, Consequently Dr. Kitel’s soheme 
does not entlrely clash with Dr, Stewart's 
idea, Dr. Kitel’s plan would admit of the 
temporary employment of English masters 
for these five nobools, but would substitut» 
as soon as possible properly trained native 
teachers so as to encourage cheap English

mentary achools in ‘working order at 
Boyingpoon, one at Warrchai, one at Wong:
